How would you like to pay $4.50 for 
one gallon of gas? It turns out when it comes 
to fuel prices, we've got it pretty good here. 
Those high prices are common in Germany. 
-One of the craziest things is that everybody 
is angry about the high gas prices. In 
Germany, you pay at least three times as 
much as here,” explained exchange student 
Marieluise Schepmann. 

This year we had the privilege of 
adding five foreign exchange students to the 
student body. Alexandra Heinrich, Sabina 
Priese and Marieluise Schepmann were from 
Germany. Julie Larsen joined us from 
Denmark, which is just north of Germany, and 
LaercioTeixeira joined us from Brazil. 

Many of these students were 
exposed to the English language at an early 
age. Sabina Priese stated, “In most schools 
in Germany you have English [class] from 
fifth grade on.” Foreign countries learn the 
textbook-style English grammar. For this 
reason, it can make conversation, including 


slang difficult at first. 

The students noticed many cultural 
differences. For example, in Germany, you do 
not receive your license until you are 18. 
However, you can drink at the age of 16. In 
some places in Germany, once the gates go 
down for a train, you must turn off your car, 
no matter how short the train is. Also, having 
a maid is much more common in Brazil than 
in the United States, Laercio noticed. 

Major differences between school 
systems were noticed. According to Laercio, 
“school is not divided into middle and high 
school" (in Brazil). In Germany, teachers have 
to change classrooms and go to their 
students, except for science classes. 

No matter how immense and diverse 
separate cultures are, the foreign exchage 
program brought us all together in a unifying 
experience.

Grove Park during the annual Feast of Ste. 
Claire, a weekend long reenactment of 
colonial life in Port Huron. 

For the twenty- third year in a row, 
residents celebrated in the park over the 
weekend from May 23 to May 25. The park 
was filled with uniformed soldiers, costumed 
women, Native Americans and tents of 
seventeenth and eighteenth century life. 

Specific reenactments included the 
famous French and Indian War, and the 
Revolutionary War. Specific customs and 
trades such as cooking, blacksmithing, and 
sewing were displayed to inform citizens 
about what life was like. For sale were colonial 
clothng for reenactors, toys and jewerly items 
for the public. 


Port Huron High School’s own Mr. 
Harry Burgess organized most of the Feast. 
As its founder, he explained the reasons 
for its inception, “We needed something 
to bring the sights, sounds and smells of 
seventeenth and eighteenth century Port 
Huron to life”, said Mr. Burgess. Mr. Rock 
Stevens volunteered his time to manage 
the food tent, which offered a variety of 
cusine including turkey legs, homemade 
sweet rolls and colonial bread, and roast 
beef. 

The Feast has become a tradition 
for Port Huron, one which is embraced by 
the community. Students from both Port 
Huron High School and Port Huron 
Northern worked together to assemble and 
decorate the different aspects of the Feast 
to give the feel of the desired time period.

Students faced a few obstacles while 
attempting to park at PH, having to acquire a 
parking permit and then find an adequate 
parking space. 

Students thought parking was bad 
last year but this year proved worse; 
construction of the Performing Arts Center 
began this year cutting 1 40 spots in the 24th 
Street lot. Over the summer the school made 
a new lot with 64 spaces, but that still left 
students 76 short; finding a spot was more of 
a problem than anticipated. 

Another change students faced was 
the switch from a horizontal license to the 
vertical for all people under twenty-one. The 
State of Michigan made this modification so 
any authority, whether it were policemen or 
business owners, could easily tell if the person 


was underage or not. This was not 
mandatory during this school year. 

And yet another predicament 
affecting teens and anyone else driving in 
this state was the cost of a license. Due to 
a revenue problem, the state needed 134 
million dollars, so they increased the cost 
of purchasing a new license by five dollars, 
jumping the price to eighteen, and the cost 
of renewel doubled! It now costs drivers 
twenty-four dollars total. 

The cost of owning and operating 
a vehicle was not cheap either. Gasoline 
prices stayed at an average of $1.55 a 
gallon. Also, automoblie drivers paid 1 ,000 
or more dollars a year for car insurance. 
Even with the dilemas, the students drove 
through.

First up we have students attending 
the St. Clair County Tec Center to learn how 
to work on cars mechanically or to do the 
body work. Auto Technology students learned 
to repair brakes, electrical systems, improve 
engine performance and rebuild engines, and 
much more. 

A student could be state certified for 
any of these by passing the state test. In the 
Auto Body class pupils fixed dents, 
straightened the frame/body, learned how to 
paint, and did detail work. Students got into 
the Tec Center by signing up with a counselor 
during scheduling. 

Next up we had the Driver’s Training 


Class. There was a class available through 
the school that provided the students with 
free Driver’s Education but there was a wait. 
However, students could avoid the wait and 
take the course through private companies. 
These classes ranged in price from 250 to 
350 dollars. 

Due to the budget cuts throughout 
the district, the State may cut the Driver’s 
Education program. It will either be cut out 
entirely, or parents will have to pay for their 
child's involvement with the program. 

Wheels TV came out this past 
spring. It was a channel dedicated to auto 
enthusiasts. It featured programming that 
focused on cars, trucks, and motorcycles. 
“Wheels TV is all about our enjoyment of 
the automobile," Jim Barisano, chairman and 
founder stated.
